The Bev. David .1. Patterson, who for nearly

fifty two years was pastor of the earn« people,
passed away peacefully yeeterday noon at his

home, No. I**» Berkeley Place. His congregation
was at flr=t known as the First Reformed Pres¬

byterian Church, an.l afterward became and ls now

known as the Second I'nlted Presbyterian Church.

Its home la at Ailantlc-ave. and Bond-st
On Saturday while out for a walk Mr. Patterson

took a cold, and on Sunday he was confined to his

bed. His cold rapidly developed Into pneumonia,
which caued his death. Although eighty-eight years
oid last October, he retained to the last the re¬

markable vigor which chnracterlted his long ser¬

vice with the Second I'nlted Presbyterian Church.
He last occupied the pulpit of his church on

Thanksgiving Lay, when he delivered a sermon

IE REV.
